2. WOOL. 


It is anticipated that the total production of wool in New South Wales will be approxi- 
mately 418,000,000 lb. in 1947-48, compared with 432,621,000 lb. in 1946-47 and an average of 
492,436,000 Ib. in the five seasons 1941-42 to 1945-46. 


The Australian wool clips 1939-40 to 1945-46 were purchased by the British Government 
under war time contract. Auction sales were resumed in 1946 under agreement between 
United Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand and South Africa for joint disposal of accumulated 
stocks and safeguarding of prices of current clips. 


The average price of greasy wool sold at auction in New South Wales in year ended June, 
1947, was 23°6d. perlb. Comparable average price increased from 32°5d. in September, 1947, to 
45d. in February, 1948; the price was 42d. (nominal) in March and 42°5d. in April.

The index may be regarded as an approximate measure of changes in the volume of 
business transactions settled by cheques provided it is considered in conjunction with changes in 
price levels. It represents the ratio of each month’s clearings to the average for the month 
concerned during the five years 1926-1930.
